Bome Interesting Figures About Teachers
and Scholars.

HOW THE SCHOOL MONEY IS SPENT

The report of the directors of the Pitts-
burg district of public schools, which is
filed every year with the State, was to have
been presented to the Board of Edueation
Tuesday night. A quornm did not attend
nod there was no meeting. For a distriot
to get their share of the State’s appropria-
tion for schools it is necessary to file a state-
ment with the State with an affidarit and
certificate sworn to by the President of the
Board of School Directors of the distriet
and  countersigned by the Secre-
tary of the board  This affidavit
states that the schools of the district have
been kept open sccording to the require-
ments of the school law for the term of ten
months during the school year ending the
first Monday in Jooe, and that the several
branches of study required by law to be
taught, including the subject of physiology
and hygiene, with special reference to the
effect of aleoholic drinks, stimulacts snd
narcotics upou the human system have
been regulzrly introduced and taught in all
the schools during the school year specified
and that no teacher had been employed who
had not a velid ecertificate. “Lhe Siate upon
receiving these papers draws a warrautana
sends it to the treasurer of the distriet.

Some Intercsting Facta,

Bome interesting facts are revealed by the
report just made for the Pittsburg distrie:
for the school year ending onthe first Mon-
day in June, 1893, and for the fiscal year
ending February 1, 1892, It shows that the
total number of schools in the district is
668, in which are employed 39 male teschers
snd 620 female teachers, The aversge
salary of the male teachers is 8145#
month, and of the female teachers $31. e
total nnmber of scholars earolled and attend-
ing the different schools is 32,882, there be-
ing 16,201 male seholars, and 16,501 female
scholars. The average daily attendance of
these pupils was 24 295, and the percentage
of mttendance T0. The cost of eduneating
each pupil was st the rateof §1 49 per
month.

The treasurer received money from the
following sources, The State appropriation
tor the vear ending in June, 1892, was
§77,348 81. The treasurer had a balance on
hand from last year amounting to $171,-
015 04. He received from collections of
taxes of all kinds $637,519 68. From loans
made since the last report he received 172
209 %), and from other sources $14,672 91,
This would make the receipts amount to
£77,548 81 from the State and $995,230 08
from various other sources.

How the Money Was Spent,

The money m disbursed in the follow-
ing manoer: urchasing ground,
$42,722 25; in bmld'i‘nz ud turnishing
housss tha; expended $175,202 01; for rent
and repairing, $30,980 40; the Imherl.
fncluding vhe evening telmoll and superin-
tendent, required $402,012 14; fuel and con-
tingencies are put down at §90,030 24; fees
of the tremsurer amounted to 22, 269 88,
The salaries ol the  mecretaries
amounted to §5,440 63, They reduced their
debt and paid interest to the smount of
§127,501 70 and wvarious -other expenses
amounted 1o §26,150 85 The total expend-
itures for the year were $002,110 01 sund
cash on hand amounted 1o $170,488 88, which
nmount is the total resources of the Board.
